ICS  CREAII  PRODUCTION 

♦ 

Geptember  production  of  ice  cream  in  the  United  States  vias  a record  hiph  of 
6Ej7E3DfOO  fallens,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  output  was  12  percent 
larger  than  that  produced  in  September  1953  and  19  percent  greater  than  the  1953-57 
average  fer  tlie  montii.  Production  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  totaled 
5.36,275,300  gallons  - 7 percent  above  the  o'anuary-September  manufacture  of  last 
year  and  12  percent  higher  than  the  5-year  average  for  the  period, 

From  August  to  September,  production  declined  11  percent  this  year,  compared 
with  a seasonal  djrop  of  17  percent  in  1953  and  an  average  seasonal  loss  of  19  per- 
cent'between  these'  months  in  the  1953-57  period.  Temperatures  during  September 
averaged  above  normal  generally  e::cept  for  below  normal  recordings  in  the  liorthern 
Great  Plains,  mountain  and  Pacific  regions.  Temperatures  also  averaged  less  tlian 
normal  in  much  of  the  South  Atlantic  Region, 

Changes  in  ice  cream  production  from  September  1953  varied  from  a 6-percent 
loss  in  the  Pacific  States  to  a 19-percent  gain  in  the .North  Atlantic  Region,  wdiere 
increases  were  shown  for  all  states.  Production  increased  19  percent  in  Nexf  Tori: 
and  2l  percent  in  Pennsylvania,  Substantial  gains  in  all  .last  North  Central  States 
gave  the  region  18  percent  more  output  than  the  year  before.  Production  wTas  I4.  per- 
cent greater  in  the  West  North  Central,  Output  gained  10  percent  in  the  South  At- 
lantic and  lU  percent  in  the  South  Central  Region  with  all  states  higher  except 
Oklahoma.  Production  was  mostly  unchanged  in  the  Mountain  States.  California's 
production  was  C percent  less  this  September  tiian  for  the  same  month  last  year, 

■ Compared  with  the  1953-57  September  average,  production  x;as  larger  in  all 
re^Xons  of  the  country.  Increases  ■ from  average  ranged  from  6 percent  in  the  -Jest 
I'Orth  Central  States  to  26  percent  in  the  East  O.orth  Central,  Production  was  23 
percent  more  in  the  important  North  Atlantic  R.egion  xFhere  Nex-r  York  recorded  a 
25-percent  increase  and  Pennsx^'lvania  a 19-percent  gain.  Sharp  increases  in  all 
states  of  the  South  Atlantic  except  Vir;  inia  netted  the  region  a ^21-percent  rain 
over  the  5-3'ear  period.  Output  x^as  up  10  percent  in  the  South  Central  States, 
Production  vjas  17  percent  larger  in  the  fountain  States  and  11  percent  greater  in 
the  Pacific  -iegion.  The  September  output  in  California  xx^as  13  percent  above 
average .

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.IC5  MILK  FliOnUCT ION  ... 

Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  during  September  was  estimated  at 
ISjlSOjOOO  gallons/  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  was  5 percent  more  than 
the  September  output  of  last  year  and  36  percent  greater  than  the  1953-57  average 
for  the  month.  The  total  for  the  first  nine  months  of  this  year  was  7 percent  more 
than  the  January-September  output  in  1958  and  38  percent  above  average  for  this 
period. 

Compared  with  Septemter  a year  ago,  production  increased  sharply  in  the  Perth 
Atlantic^  and  Bast  Perth  Central  Regions  while  increasing  m.oderately  in  the  Pest 
Forth  Central  and  South  Central  States.  Output  decreased  in  the  South  Atlantic  ani 
the  ¥est.  Prom  August  to  September,  production  declined  25  percent  this  year,  2k 
percent  in  1958  and  22  percent  between  these  months  in  the  1953-57  period.

•United  States  production  of  sherbet  during  September  iras  placed  at  336li.5,000 
gallons  - l8  percent  more  than  in  September  1958  and  22  percent  more  tlian^the  5- 
year  average  for  the  month.  The  January-September  total  this  year  of  33;bc0,000 
gallons  was  up  8 percent  from  the  first  nine  months  in  1958  and  was  13  percent  more 
than  average . 

Production  declined  29  percent  between  August  and  September  this  year.  This 
compares  with  an  average  seasonal  decline  of  35  percent  between  these  montiis  in  the 

1953-57  period.

Production  oi  Ilellorine  and  other  frosen  desserts  made  with  Pats  and  oils  other 
than  milk-fat  vjas  estiraated  at  ii^loO^OCO  gallons  d'iU''ing  September,  This  was  10  per- 
cent m.ore  than  produced  in  September  195B  and  k2  percent  over  the  previous  5-jear 
average  for  the  month,  Cu.tput  the  first  nine  months  of  this  }^ear  \ras  9 percent 
more  than  in  Januarj-September  1958  and  39  percent  above  the  average  for  these 
months , 

Compared  with  September  a year  ago^  output  was  up  sharply  in  Oregon,  Texas,  , 
Louisiana,  Arkansas  and  Missouri.  I'loderate  gains  occurred  in  Oklahoma  and  Califor- 
nia while  unchanged  in  Alabama.  Production  decreased  in  Ilontana  and  Illinois, 

U.S.  Mellorine  production  declined  10  percent  from  August  to  September  ulth  all 
major  states  showing  downturns.  This  compares  with  a l5-percent  loss  between  these 
months  in  1958  and  an  average  seasonal  decline  of  l8  percent.

■TATLR  ICE  PRODUCTION 

Production  of  water  ices  in  the  United  States  during  September  was  estiraated 
at  2,Ii00,000  gallons  - 18  percent  larger  than  September  1953  and  23  percent  greater 
than  average.  The  cumulative  o^anuaiy- September  production  this  year  was  13  percent 
more  than  the  nine -month  total  last  year  and  l5  percent  above  the  5-year  average 
for  the  period. 

Compared  with  September  1956,  water  ice  production  was  up  sharply  in  all 
regions  except  for  a sraall  increase  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  an  indicated  decrease 
in  the  'Test.
